Subject : Awjtrds for Public Recognition of Out¬ 
standing Export Performance 

No. 8(1)!91-EAC.—The following amendments 
may be made in the Government of India, Ministry 
of Commerce Resolution No. 8|3|86 FAC dated 
13-11-86 on the above subject, published in Part I, 


Section 1 of the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, 
dated November, 14, 1986. 

2. For die ixi'it’p.g paras 6 and 10 of tire Resolu¬ 
tion, the following will be substituted namely ;— 

“6. A Selection Committee consisting of the 
undermentioned will make recommendations for the 
Awards and the Certificates of Merit to the Minister 
of Commerce :—- 

1. Secretary in the Ministry of Commerce— 
Chairman. 

2. Director General Foreign Trade. 

3. Development Commissioner (Small Scale 
Industries). 

4. President, Federation of Indian Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry, New Delhi. 

5. President, Federation of Indian Export Orga¬ 
nisations, New Delhi. 

6. President, Associated Chambers of Com¬ 
merce and Industry of India, Calcutta. 

7. Oilicer-in-Charge of Export Assistance 
Division of the Ministry ot Commerce, 
nominated by ihe Secretary in the Ministry 
Commerce. 

8. Director-General of Commercial Intelligence 

and Statistics, Calcutta.” 

“10, The eligibility fur the award referred to in 
paragraph 1 shall be based on the following consi¬ 
derations :— 

(i) Growth in exporls during the year over the 
preceding year should not be less than 50 
per cent for award of Trophy. For award 
of Certificate, it is relaxabie to 45 per 
cent. 

(ii) Compound growth in exports over the 
period of three years should not be less 
than 40 per cent both for Trophy and 
Certificate. 

(iii) Ill order to qualify, exporter should have 
some exports to his credit during all the 
preceding three years. 

(iv) If the percentage growth condition of (i) & 

tii) is not satisfied, the minimum abso¬ 
lute growth in exports should not be less 
than Rs. 5 crores for small scale industries 
and Rs. 10 crorcs for non small scale in- 
dusrries both for Trophy and Certificate, 
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(v) Minimum exports during the year should be 
Rs. 2 crores for small scale industries and 
Rs. 6 crores for lion-small scale industries 
for Award of Trophy, for Award of 
certificate, it is reliable to Rs. 1 crore 
for small scale industries and Rs. 4 crores 
for non-small scale industries. 

fvi) Weigntage and preference shall be given in 
the following cases :— 

(a) developing a new product and exporting 
to new markets known to be difficult for 
accessibility to Indian goods; 

(b) substantial increase in the last three years 
of exports of services based on large 
scale input of surplus resources in the 
country such as manpower; 

(c) Execution of turn-key projects abroad or 
large orders of machinery involving 
supply or erection on time and without 
significant cost escalation; 


demonstrable success in the last 3 years 
in assisting exports from India of pro¬ 
ducts of small-scale industries and 
cottage industries; 

(e) Significant success in developing or 
acquiring internationally accepted stan¬ 
dards of quality; 

(f) Significant success in establish men t, pro¬ 
motion of Indian brands abroad. 

(g) Special efforts made to divert from KPA 
market to GCA with substantial growth 
in exports."
